Dr. Howard Barred From Civil Rights Meet 
Mississippi’s controversial Dr. T. R. M: Howard 
was barred from attending a March 4-6 civil rights 
meeting in Washington, D.C., JET learned, and his 
exclusion marked the first open break between the 
surgeon and other national civil rights leaders. The 
rift came after behind-the-scenes feuds over the 
Mound Bayou physician’s tactics and actions. The 
Mississippi delegation to the civil rights meet will 
include Belzoni grocer, Gus Courts, who was shot by 
unknown whites and forced to leave the state after 
leading an NAACP vote drive. Meanwhile, a Clarks- 
dale, Miss., undertaker, R. L. Drew, said that Dr. 
Howard was “mistaken” in the details he gave dur- 
ing a New York speech after which Howard collected 
$5,000 in Drew’s behalf. Speaking to the Retail Drug 
Employees Union, Howard told listeners that Drew’s 
$3,000 home loan had been cancelled by the Coahoma 
County Bank and Trust Co. because Drew had in- 
stigated a petition for school desegregation. The 
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union then presented 
Howard with a $5,000 
check as a loan to Drew. 
However, in Clarksdale, 
Drew said he still “owes 
about $2,000 on the home 
loan and no notice has 
been given me that I 
must pay at once.” Drew 
added that the bank had 
turned down a $300 loan 
request several months 
ago “because of my ac- 
tivities for integration.” 
He will use the $5,000 un- 
ion loan to pay off the 
mortgage on his home 
and settle other debts, 
he said.

Indict Boycott Lawyer; Bus Drivers Threaten Strike 

A Negro lawyer who filed an anti-segregation suit grow- 
ing out of Montgomery’s bus boycott was indicted by a 
grand jury investigating the boycott. The indictment 
against Atty. Fred D. Gray and more than 114 other Ne- 
groes came on the heels of a report circulating in Mont- 
gomery that the bus operator’s union threatened to strike 
unless laid-off drivers were put back to work. The move 
was expected to be made by the drivers so they could re- 
ceive money from the union strike fund. As it is now they 
are receiving nothing. 


Howard Coed May Be Middies’ ‘Color Girl’ 

Pretty Howard University coed, Peggy Thomas, is being 
considered as a “color girl” for the U. S. Naval Academy’s 
June graduation ceremonies, it was learned. The coed, 
fiance of Negro Midshipman Edward Sechrest, whose bri- 
gade is leading in point competition, would accept Acad- 
emy flags from the superintendent and give them to the 
winning brigade. 
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Mardi Gras Zulu Parade Flops; Dancer Slain 

The controversial Zulu Mardi Gras parade in New Or- 
leans was called “disgusting” by NAACP official Clarence 
Laws, and “the worst I’ve ever seen” by Zulu Grand Mar- 
shal James Alexander. However, Laws called it “extreme- 
ly degrading to the Negro,” while Alexander’s comments 
were made because he thought the parade had been 
toned down too much in order to meet Laws’ demands 
for “dignity.” Laws said the parade still left much to be 
desired, although the usual alcohol consumption and co- 
conut throwing was held to a minimum. Meanwhile, dur- 
ing the height of the Mardi Gras, dancer George (Li’l 
Pork Chops) Anderson, 23, of the Pork Chop and Kidney 
Stew dance team, was stabbed to death by his wife during 
a quarrel.

Said Brewer’s daughter, Mrs. Thelma Haskins, “He 
tried to help everybody, and his death probably stems 
from his activitiesin the golf suit.” Said police and Circuit 
Solicitor John Land, “It was a private dispute.” Mean- 
while, police released guarded statements concerning 
Brewer’s death, disclosed that they had questioned a “mys- 
tery” witness, and were holding department store owner 
Luico Flowers on an open charge pending further investi- 
gation. Described as “highly nervous” after firing seven 
shots into the doctor’s body, Flowers was under doctor’s 
care in an undisclosed place and was denied bond. 

From guarded statements released by police, this much 
was known about the shooting. Brewer had witnessed the 
recent arrest of a Negro from his physician’s offices up- 
stairs over the F&B Department Store, partly-owned by 
Flowers. He protested to Police Capt. J.D. Armstrong (who 
promised a probe), and later argued with Flowers, whose

But few know him for 
who he is: America’s forgotten man, Isaac Woodard, 
whose name 10 years ago this month was on 10 million 
tongues as the soldier whose eyes were gouged out by a 
Dixie cop in an unprovoked attack. 

It was the wintry night of February 12, 1946, when 
Woodard, with an Army discharge, $46 in cash and a 
check for $790 in mustering-out pay stuffed in his pocket, 
was en route home to The Bronx, N. Y., from an Army 
separation center in Georgia. North Carolina-born Wood- 
ard boarded a bus at Camp Boyd, Ga., sat in the pre- 
scribed rear until near Aiken, S. C., when he asked the

driver for a rest stop. At first, 
the driver refused to speak, 
later turned down the request. 
The two argued. 

At Batesburgh, the driver 
called in police and Woodard 
was ordered off the bus and 
accused of creating a disturb- 
ance. “It was the worst few 
hours of my life,” recalls the 
36-year-old ex-infantry sol- 
dier. “For no reason at all 
that policeman—I remember 
his name was L. C. Shaw—

Some time during the 
night,—I'll never know

stood firm. Said he: “I was 
only doing my duty. That 
Nigra was trying to resist 
arrest.” 

Today, Woodard lives qui- 
etly on a $130-a-month gov- 
ernment pension.

“TI make out all right, but I 
just can’t see.” He has lost 
most of the bitterness and 
accepted his blindness. 

Of the cop, he says: “I 
lost my sight, but I heard 
he still carries the same 
night stick and hates Ne- 
groes as much as he ever 
did.”

Election Board announced the new policy following a 
Federal court ruling in favor of A. B. McDonald of Okla- 
homa City, who sued because “Negro” was placed beside 
his name when he ran for the U. S. Senate.

A $100,000 divorce settlement, one of the largest ever 
granted in Cleveland, was awarded cosmetologist Evelyn 
Mason Carmack in her suit against prominent real estate 
broker John W. Carmack. Mrs. Carmack wept continually 
throughout the brief hearing which ended the couple’s 29- 
year marriage. She was awarded property valued at $89,- 
736 and is to receive $10,264 cash from her ex-mate. Car- 
mack also agreed to pay his wife’s attorney $3,000 in fees. 


Miss. House Votes End To Common-Law Marriages 

The Mississippi House of Representatives voted 120 to 1 
to abolish common-law marriages as part of the state’s 
strategy against racial integration. The bill would make 
illegitimate the children of common-law marriages en- 
tered into after passage of the bill. 


Hank Armstrong’s Wife Accuses Him Of Misconduct 
Former triple-crown boxer Henry Armstrong was ac- 
cused of misconduct with another woman by his estranged 
wife, Mrs. Willa Mae Armstrong, in a cross-complaint for a 
divorce. Mrs. Armstrong said her husband had a clandes- 
tine meeting with a Gussie Henry last November, and 
asked for $100 alimony and community property. 








Wife Beats Blind ‘Evil-Eye’ Mate With Hammer 

A 53-year-old Washington woman received a 150- 
day jail sentence for hitting her blind husband on 
the head with a hammer and sticking a fork in his 
neck because he had a witch’s “evil eye.” Mrs. Marie 
T. Levenberry, common-law wife of Benjamin T. 
Saxon, 54, told Municipal Court Judge Armond W. 
Scott that although Saxon couldn’t see, he would 
focus his sightless eyes at her and would “freeze” 
her. She also said he frightened her by sitting on a 
claw hammer and sharpening a potato knife three 
times a day, adding. “He ain’t got no right to do 
that. He’s a devil.” 
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San Franciscoan Slays Ex-Wife After Court Session 
A 41-year-old San Francisco glue dryer operator, Louie 
Webber, who two hours earlier fainted in court when or- 
dered to pay for the support of his ex-wife’s two children, 
shot his former mate to death at a street corner. Webber 
fired three shots into Mrs. Clara Harris, then bent over her 
body and fired a fourth bullet at point-blank range. He 
explained: “I was tired of supporting her and her kids.” 
Webber added that the children were fathered by her 
present husband while she was still married to him. 


Victim’s Hubby Hammers Detroit Rapist Senseless 

A 28-year-old Detroiter, Wilford Hampton, was beaten 
into unconsciousness by the 
hammer-wielding husband 
of a woman he assaulted 
in the couple’s basement 
bathroom while the hus- 
band was elsewhere in the 
house. The husband was 
attracted by his wife’s cries 
after Hampton slugged her, 
forced her into the bath- 
room and committed an act 
of oral perversion after he 
had torn all of the clothing 
from her body.

‘What Is The White South Defending?’ In CHRISTIAN CENTURY: 
“Preferred economic position,” says James McBride 
Dabbs, is what the white South is defending in the fight 
to maintain segregation. In the battle of white suprem- 
acy, social equality is only a blind, a red herring to con- 
fuse the white southerner, for even among whites there 
is no social equality—intermarriage is actually no prob- 
lem in Dixie, Dabbs asserts. The real fight, he insists, 
is to maintain the white man’s economic dominance over 
Negroes, and part of the battle strategy requires shutting 
off contact between the races so that whites will not 
“know” Negroes and be tempted to feel conscience- 
stricken over their ill treatment of the minority on the 
economic front. Says Dabbs, we must associate with 
others not only for physical, but for spiritual self-pres- 
ervation as well. Economic exploitation of the Negro, in 
which the white man must deny himself the need for 
greater association with Negroes as individuals, is, in 
Dabbs’ opinion, “risking our immortal souls for a mess 
of pottage.” 


‘One Little Boy Meets Prejudice’ In PARENTS’ MAGAZINE: “No 
child is born with prejudice,” says author Ophelia 
Settle Egypt, it is “something he catches like mumps or 
measles,” an attitude taken from his family and friends. 
More important, says author Egypt, prejudice is a two- 
way street, something equally as vicious for a Negro to 
practice as it is in the minds and attitudes of whites. 
How the parents of a 10-year-old Negro boy helped their 
son learn how groundless his own prejudices were, is 
Ophelia Egypt’s object lesson for all parents.

A Negro pustor, Rev. A. W. Williams, told a 
white minister that “My people aren’t mad at you. They 
love you. We cannot get along without you. We need your 
culture. We hope you will throw wide your doors.” 


AME Church Proposes Boycott Of Segregationists 

A resolution calling on Negroes to apply economic pres- 
sure in “the spirit of Montgomery,” to those who oppose 
racial integration, was issued by the AME Church Council 
of Bishops in Hot Springs, Ark.

A three-judge Federal court threw out Louisiana laws 
to sidestep the Supreme Court school integration ban, 
and ordered New Orleans to desegregate schools “with all 
deliberate speed.” State officials said they will fight back 
with an appeal. Meanwhile, in Richmond, Virginia, Atty.- 
Gen. J. Lindsay Almond threw cold water on the state’s 
interposition resolution. Said Almond: “The resolution 
has no legal binding on the state. The Supreme Court 
decision is the law and neither the General Assembly nor 
the people can alter that.” Elsewhere: 
@ Delaware: The Wilmington Board of Education voted 
unanimously to complete integration by including high 
schools in September.

Roy V. Harris, guest speaker and member of the school’s 
Board of Regents, told 1,200 Negroes that Georgia whites 
will fight for segregation, and warned that only by con- 
tinued “cooperation” would the college continue to grow.

A Federal judge blocked attempts of the University of 
Alabama to quiz Autherine Lucy in connection with her 
suit to re-enter the school, and also denied her attorney, 
Arthur Shores, permission to subpoena five university 
officials for the same purpose.

In retrospect, it is apparent that there shouldn’t 
have been much doubt about this a year ago. But 
you know how it goes: Maurice was playing for a 
small school (St. Francis), tucked away in the small 
somewhere (Loretto, Pa.), and there weren’t any 
publicity mills handy. It wasn’t until season’s end, 
when Maurice won acclaim as the National Invita- 
tional Tournament’s most valuable player, that 
sports fans began to realize he was a great one.

Masked Va. Schoolboy Killed In Robbery Try 

A Portsmouth, Va., high school student, Oakley Jones 
Jr., was shot to death by a merchant who claimed the 
youth, wearing a rubber Halloween mask, tried to rob him. 
Ex-policeman H. M. Gilbert said Jones rang the bell of 
his basement gun shop and when he opened the door, the 
boy pointed a pistol at him. Gilbert said he grabbed the 
pistol and Jones hit him with a blackjack. He then pulled 
his own pistol and shot the student in the neck. 


Cyanide Highball Slayer Denied New Trial In D. C. 

A 38-year-old convict who is serving a 15 years to life 
prison term for killing a woman with a cyanide highball, 
was denied a new trial by the U. S. Court of Appeals in 
Washington, D. C. Robert E. Askins killed the woman at a 
1938 drinking bout during which he served the highballs 
to five girls. Askins said he had once gotten a disease from 
a streetwalker and wanted to “kill all the prostitutes in 
town if possible.”

For two months, 32-year-old Mi- 
chal Ward approached Chicago en- 
tertainers with a golden opportu- 
nity. He was, he said, an Arthur 
Godfrey TV talent scout who could 
provide clients with a three-day, ex- 
penses-paid trip to New York, a 
suite in the Columbia Broadcasting 
System’s headquarters building, a 
spot on Godfrey’s show, and, for the 
lucky winners, one-year cafe circuit 
contracts. Ward, a cool Cuban, who 
Michal Ward... dropped his real name of Miguel 
scout or phony? Dominguez because “people couldn’t 
pronounce it,” so impressed Franklyn W. Tilford, 41- 
year-old manager of the Knights of Music, that he 
hired a $25 hall for an audition for his group, only to 
learn that the talent scout had suddenly taken ill and 
couldn’t show. Another musical group, the Three Clefs, 
also got the talent scout’s line, which included talk of 
a 62-flat Detroit building, a fabulous hotel in Idlewild, 
Mich., and vast real estate holdings in Cuba. 

Last week, Ward walked into Chicago’s Club DeLisa 
and sat down to talk to organist Lonnie Simmons at 
the invitation of Simmons’ “business agent.” Ward 
boasted of a longtime friendship with Godfrey out of 
mutual aviation interests, and said he had been a God- 
frey scout for eight years, during which time he im- 
ported well-known singer Haleloke from Hawaii. He 
then promised Simmons a $400-a-week contract, se- 
cretly guaranteed the organist’s agent 15 to 20 per cent 
of a $750-a-week-take. At one point during the conver- 
sation, Ward complained of pre-setup cameras flashing 
about him, claimed to be under strict orders from “the 
boss” to avoid publicity. He was calmed by the explana- 
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tion that Simmons was a 
free lance photographer. 
Later, Ward told Sim- 
mons he would win God- 
frey’s show “automati- 
cally” after pre-arranged 
pairings with mediocre 
contestants. Then the 
cocky Cuban scurried off 
to talk turkey with tap 
dancer Crip Heard and 
singer Joanne Hender- 
son.
